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Move to restore youth 


ball field light funds fails

Despite support from a standing- 
room-only audience and some 1,200 
signatures on petitions, youth 
sports groups failed Monday night to 
win a commitment from the city 
council to restore city funding for 
electrical bills at Upland playing 
fields. 

Perhaps two-thirds of the some 
190 persons at the council meeting 
indicated they turned up in support 
of restoring some $10,000 in city 
funds to pay the electrical bills, in- 
cluding lighting for night games 
next baseball season. 

The city council cut funding for 
electrical bills at seven city-owned 
locations Oct. 2 as a cost-cutting 
move under Proposition 13. 

Although the council rejected the 
request from Citizens for Youth Ac- 
tivities (CF YA) to restore funding, 
the council did recommend the 
mayor’s advisory committee ex- 
amine use of Upland’s parks and 
long-term park needs with an eye 
toward possible closing of unused 
facilities. 

Any cost savings might later be 
applied to the youth sports groups, 
the council indicated. 


Mayor George Gibson said this 
morning he would take another look 
into a request by the Upland Pony 
League to assume maintenance of 
its field in exchange for the city pay- 
ing the electrical bills. 


During a recess, Recreation 
Director Larry Thornburg said the 
change in maintaining the fields had 
been rejected previously by the 


recreation committee because of 
several problems. 

These included city liability for in- 
juries to league personnel while 
working on the field and the quick 
turnover of league officials in the 
two-year baseball leagues, he said. 

Bob Spalding, who made the main 
presentation for CFYA, said 
afterward he was ‘‘disappointed’’ in 
the council’s actions. 

He said CFYA would discuss its 
course of -action at a meeting 
Wednesday night. Asked about the 
previously mentioned possibility of 
a recall move against the five coun- 
cil members, Spalding said he hoped 
the group would take a more 
“positive” course. 

The estimated cost — $3.000 for 
Upland Pony League at Hawkins 
Field and $2,500 for Upland Colt 
League at Upland Memorial Park — 
is below what CFYA earlier had 
assumed, he noted. 

Prospects for fund-raising will be 
one of the topics discussed Wednes- 
day night, Spalding said. 

Spalding showed the council slides 
stating benefits CFYA sees from 
youth sports, such as valuable 
volunteer hours, character building 
in the young, reduced juvenile 
delinquency, entertainment for the 
community and city tax revenue 
from the sale of equipment. 

At one point, he estimated total 
volunteer time donated by adults 
through six leagues totals 39,700 
hours annually. 

Spalding said that amount 
represents nearly a $200,000 
program, if the volunteers were 
paid at $5 an hour. 


Although CFYA has drawn sup- 
port from several youth sports 
organizations, its strongest 
representation is from the Colt and 
Pony leagues hardest hit by shift in 
responsibility for paying electrical 
bills. Youths aged 13-16 play in the 
two baseball leagues. 

Spalding said, ‘“‘It.seems to me 
that when the city has this type of 
program, this type of volunteers, it 
should encourage these volunteers. ”’ 

He added that youth sports need 
to be expanded in Upland and some 
youngsters would have to drop out of 
the programs if electrical bills are 
paid through higher entry fees. 

Members of the council defended 
the city’s record in supporting youth 
sports and cited their own involve- 
ment in the leagues. 

Mayor Pro Tem John McCarthy 
noted that even if the city came up 
with $10,000 this fiscal year for the 
electricity, it could not guarantee 
future funding under constraints of 
Proposition 13. 

He added that $6 million of 
Upland’s current $13 million budget 
represents funds restricted by law 
to specific uses and another $3.5 
million goes to police and fire ser- 
vices. f 

‘In a lot of senses, our hands are 
tied on the council,’’ McCarthy said. 

Councilwoman Ina Petokas noted 
the city will spend more than $43,000 
this fiscal year related to 
maintenance of the fields. 

She and Counciiman Bill Bottin 
said council meetings this summer 
attracted little turnout at the time 
when council members needed 
direction on where to make cuts. 


Upland council delays refuse 
service rate increase request

The Upland City Council Monday 
night told a representative of C.V. 
Disposal Service more information 
is needed about the firm’s finances 
before increasing its revenue by 30 
percent for Upland’s refuse con- 
tract. 

The council delayed until Dec. 18 
consideration of rate increases 
ranging from 11 percent to 40 per- 
cent in an adjusted schedule, and a 
new five-year extension of the 
refuse contract. 

City administrators had 
recommended approval of the rate 
increases based on information 
recently made available by C.V. 
Disposal on the firm’s finances in 
Upland. 

Led by Councilman Bill Bottin, 
however, the council requested the 
refuse company show city officials 
audited financial statements for its 
operations in Upland and overall 
operations of its parent company, 
Western Refuse Hauling. 

Al Simonian, general manager of 
C.V. Disposal, said further delays 
would hurt the firm’s finances and 
repeated that the firm has been los- 
ing money on its contract with 
Upland since late 1977. 

Bottin responded that the reports 
audited by a certified public accoun- 
tant had been requested before by 
the council and fault for delays rests 
with the firm, not the city. 

Councilwoman Ina Petokas said 
that while Bottin had requested the 
audits before, the full council ap- 
parently had never made them part 
of a motion. 


Upland mayor 
presents awards 


to two citizens 


Upland Mayor George 
Gibson presented awards of 
merit last week to an 
Upland resident who served 
on two city-appointed 
boards and an Ontario man 
who rebuilt a monument 
sign destroyed in a traffic 
accident on Euclid Avenue. 

Frank Ayala of Upland 
received his certificate at 
the Upland City Council 
meeting Nov. 20 for service 
on the city’s recreation 
committee and more 
recently on the Upland 
Housing Authority board. 

Michael Brady of Ontario 
was credited with saving 
the city at least $500 by 
rebuilding the monument 
sign destroyed in an 
October traffic accident 
just north of A Street on the 
Euclid Avenue median. 





Mike Matlock, assistant city 
manager for public services, said he 
and Finance Director Anthony An- 
drade checked the company’s 
records and that the information 
supports C.V. Disposal’s loss claim. 

Bottin said unaudited figures can 
be misleading and added that the 
city “is not an accounting firm.”’ 

Four residents voiced complaints 
about the firm’s service in Upland 
and opposed the rate increases. 

Simonian said an audited state- 
ment for Western Refuse Hauling 
for last fiscal year is available, but 
that a breakdown of operations in 
Upland by an accountant could delay 
council consideration two months. 

In the proposed contract adjust- 
ment, Western Refuse Hauling 
would take over operations from 
C.V. Disposal. 

The parent company already 
guarantees C.V. Disposal’s perfor- 
mance in the city, and this contract 
change would involve no shifting of 
personnel, Simonian indicated. 

He said the 30 percent higher 
revenue requested is critically need- 
ed by the firm to get approval of

bank loans for $250,000 in new equip- 
ment now and another $250,000 
worth of equipment within two or 
three years. 

Simonian said part of residents’ 
complaints about service stem from 
equipment breakdowns, which he 
added occurred earlier than ex- 
pected in Upland because of the 
land’s slope and temperatures 5-10 
degrees hotter than other cities the 
firm serves. 

Although Western Refuse Hauling 
makes a profit overall, the banks 
base decisions about the equipment 
loans on the firm’s financial show- 
ing in the city where equipment will 
be used, Simonian said. 

Of the $873,137 gross revenue in 
the contract, C.V. Disposal would 
receive $724,704 annually, compared 
to some $580,000 now. The city would 
receive 17 percent — or $148,433 — 
for its administrative services. 

For single-family homes, the 
proposed charge is $7.22 every other 
month. The current rate is $5.80 for 
homes with garbage disposals and 
$6.50 for homes without garbage dis- 
posals.

City changes ordinance 


to control paraphernalia 


On advice from Upland’s police 
chief, the city council Monday night 
amended its pending ordinance. 
restricting sale and display of drug- 
related devices, excluding cigarette 
papers and rollers from the 
provisions. 


A memo from Chief Coy Estes 
explained that he did not expect 
markets and liquor stores to 
maintain separate rooms or 
exclosures ‘for selling cigarette 


papers. 


“IT feel it would be next to 
impossible to legally require the 
stores to comply where just 
cigarette papers are involved,” he 
stated. 


City Attorney Donald Maroney 
advised the council against another 
change in wording recommended by 
Estes as “‘ill defined’’ and the 
council went along. 


The amended ordinance will be 
back before the council Dec. 18 for 
second reading in its new form. 


The ordinance declares sale and 
display of drug-related devices, 
such as roach clips and water pipes, 
to be a public nuisance at businesses 
where minors are admitted without 
a parent er legal guardian. 
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Continued sales of the devices 
would be allowed in businesses 
which admit minors without parents 
only if the displays are in a separate 
room or enclosure where 
unaccompanied minors are 
prohibited. 


Upland is perhaps only the second 
city in California to pass such an 
ordinance. 


Upland’s pending ordinance — 
which could go into effect Jan. 18 — 
is based on a similar ordinance 
passed by the city of Lakewood. 


Maroney said Lakewood’s 
ordinance is receiving its first legal 
challenge and an attorney for 
Atlantis Records and Gifts in 
Upland gave an indication Upland’s 
ordinance might be tested 
eventually as well. 


Daniel Fagan, the attorney, said 
he believes federal statutes pre- 
empt the city from acting in the 
field of drug-related devices and 
raised other objections to the 
ordinance in a brief presentation to 
the council. 


Maroney said the issue of pre- 
emption more correctly involves 
state statutes, but added he believes 
the city has the authority to declare 
the devices a public nuisance.

All West End bicyclists required 


to purchase new state license 





Like the magic in Cinderella’s 
carriage, all West End bicycle 
licenses — regardless of when they 


were purchased — will expire at 
midnight Dec. 31. 
Technical Services Manager 


George Brann of the Ontario Police 
Department said the state will then 
be entering the final phase in its 
new, statewide bicycle registration 
program. 

New California state bicycle 
licenses, obtained Wednesday by the 
police department through the state 
Department of Motor Vehicles, ar 
now available, Brann said. 

He urged Ontario residents to 
avoid the new year rush and get 
their licenses early. A $2 fee will be 
charged for each bicycle registered 
and each registration is good for 
three years, he said. 

Statewide licensing, he said, was 
really kicked off in late 1975 but un- 
til now licenses were available for 
only two years. 

After Jan. 1, only the newest blue 


and silver license and accom- 
panying renewal sticker will be 
valid, Brann said. 

Brann urged all Ontario residents 
seeking new registration to bring in 
their old registration forms and 
their bicycles. 

Officers will inspect the condition 
of the old licenses, he said. Bicycle 
owners who already have state 
licenses, will be issued only the 
three-year renewal stickers, which 
have the expiration date stamped on 
them. He said persons without state 
licenses or whose licenses are in 
poor condition will be issued both 
new licenses and renewal stickers 

People seldom remember their 
bicycle license numbers, and since 
registrations are filed by number 
and not by name, they are vital if 
the bike is lost or stolen, Brann said 

He said the number is on the 
registration forms. If a person no 
longer has the form, he said, he or 
she will be issued a new license, 
number and form. 


No one will be charged more than 
the $2 fee, he said. 


The $2 fee is a 25-cent increase in 
price for bicycle licenses in Ontario 
but, Brann pointed out, licenses are 
now valid for three years instead of 
two 

All individual city licenses were 
discontinued in late 1975 when the 
State kicked off its new licensing 
program, designed to help police 
identify stolen bicycles when found 
in cities other than where the owner 
resides 


More than 3,000 licenses have 
been issued by the police depart- 
ment in three years, Brann said. He 
said his stock of new stickers in- 
cludes 3,607 licenses and about 3,000 
renewal stickers. 

Many city residents, Brann said, 
have been waiting for the new 
licenses to arrive because he’s been 
advising anyone wanting to register 
a bike in recent months to wait for 
the new stickers

Old-fashioned love pulls 


| premature baby through 


It was homecoming this week for Jesse Velasquez Jr.. 
a premature baby who spent the first 57 days of his life 
clinging tenaciously for life through the miracle of 
modern medicine and old-fashioned doses of love. 

That love, which hospital staffers say is probably more 
important than any modern technique devised to keep an 
ebbing life alive, is incorporated in a ‘‘bonding”’ program 
at Pomona Valley Community Hospital (PVCH). 

The bonding program includes a team of doctors, 
nurses, therapists and medical social workers who work 
with parents and infant to ensure a loving 

relationship—sometimes made difficult by the 

; premature birth. 

} Dave Pearce, a medical social worker concerned with 
the Velasquez baby and his parents, Jesse, 18 and 
Felicita, 19, said it is a common occurrence for the 
parents of premature babies to feel ‘‘alienated.”’ 

“The expectation of the ‘perfect child’ that the family 
has pictured isn’t there,’’ he said. This alienation is 
furthered by the mother’s inability to care for or take the 
child home. 

“Plus, often, there is a feeling of guilt on the part of 
the mother that she is somehow to blame for the 
premature delivery.” 

But the ‘‘crux”’ of the situation is, according to Pearce, 
that ‘‘baby and parents are in an unnatural situation.” 

That ‘unnatural situation’’ for Jesse Jr. and his 

parents began at 8 a.m., Oct. 5 when the infant, not due 

for approximately 10 more weeks, was delivered at Park 
Avenue Hospital, Pomona. 

Jesse Jr., having breathing problems, and who at one 


point stopped breathing altogether, was transferred to 
the neonatal acute care nursery at Pomona Valley Com- 
munity Hospital (PVCH). 

A tube had been inserted in his trachea by the family’s 
pediatrician, Dr. Burton C. Sandberg, and following the 
infant’s ambulance ride to PVCH he was put on other 
life-support systems. 

It was touch-and-go and by the time Jesse Jr. was 24 
hours old he showed signs of jaundice which required 
photo therapy light treatment, blood transfusions and 
oral feedings through a tube. 

Breast milk was sent over to PVCH from Jesse’s 
mother to provide maximum nutrition. This was given 
through a tube in his throat. 

By the third day, the baby was still fighting for sur- 
vival, especially since his birth weight of 2 pounds, 1% 
ounces had dropped to 1 pound, 12 ounces. 

Babies born at less than 1,000 grams (approximately 
2.2 pounds) are given small chance for survival, accor- 
ding to Sandberg. 

By the fifth day of Jesse Jr’s life noticable im- 
provements began to appear and within a week he was 
allowed to breathe room air. 

By Oct. 25 the baby boy was held outside his 
isolette by his parents for the first time, even though 
they had visited regularly since his birth. 

The father, who is a cook-supervisor at San Dimas 
Hospital, was able to visit sometimes twice a day with 
additional time spent visiting his wife, who was 
hospitalized twice following the birth of the baby. 

During that first holding visit, Oct. 25, Jesse Sr. rubbed

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noses with his small and fragile son and told him he wa- 7 eggy 
looking much better. 

Both mother and father gently touched the baby’s face. 

“It must feel good to get out of that cage,” Jesse Sr. 
said of the isolette that had held his son for the major 
part of his young life. 

Jesse Sr. turned to Felicita, sitting by his side and said, 
“We'll have him home by Christmas.” 

During that particular visit, the mother, who 
handled the tiny infant with trepedition said, ‘‘He seems 
almost like a stranger. He seems to belong to someone 
else—the nurses here at the hospital.” 

But by the time he left the hospital, his mother, who 
said she was more sure of herseif since she had received 
so much encouragement from the bonding team, was 
handling her new son with ease. 

Jesse Sr. remarked that the counselors at the hospital 
had also given him more confidence in dealing with his 
son and the special problems concerned with the birth of 
premature babies. 

That counseling and aid will continue through the ser- 
vices of a visiting nurse, contact with Pearce and calls to 
the hospital nurses if necessary, from the infant’s new 
home ground in the outside world. 

Pearce said alienation between the child and parents 
sometimes lasts through a lifetime because the right 
‘bonding’ never occurs. This is one of the reasons 
follow-up help is given even after the baby leaves the 
hospital. 

Pearce said large numbers of children who were born 
prematurely eventually become ‘‘abused children.” 

Sometimes this alienation is noted before the child is 
discharged from the hospital and they are placed in 
foster homes until hoped-for bonding takes place.

Psychological and 
emotional trauma follow a 
rape. Left untreated, the 
repercussions can be far 
more damaging to the vic- 
tim in the long run than the 
physical assault itself. 

All victims endure the 
traumas in varying 
degrees. Symptoms may in- 
clude insomnia, anxiety, 
depression, fear of being 
alone and/or fear of men. 

The reactions of family, 
friends and community to 
rape, particularly if the 
crime is publicized, may be 
confused and affect the vic- 
tim negatively. The family 
reaction to children who 
have been raped is often ex- 
tremely emotional and may 
be manifested in a variety

of responses which disrupt 
the lifestyle of the entire 
family. 

Adult members of the 
family often lose sleep and 
have insecure feelings 
about re-occurring acts of 
violence. The first response 
may be to blame either the 
child, the assailant, or the 
parents themselves. 
Following these reactions is 
the long-term process of 
reorganizing their 
children’s lives as well as 
their own. 


Rape also makes a family 
deal with the issue of sex- 
uality, and parents may feel 
thrust into situations they 
feel unable to handle. Often 
professional counseling can 
help resolve these conflicts. 


Community reaction is 
changing as public agen- 
cies, rape crisis centers and 
women’s rights groups 
educate the public about 
rape. However, a long 
social history perpetuates

attitudes that change slow- 


ly. 

Throughout history, con- 
quering armies have, as a 
matter of course, raped the 
vanquished armies’ women 
as an act of dominance and 
aggression. After such 
defilement, many of these 
abused women would never 
again be accepted by their 
husbands even though they 
were unwilling par- 
ticipants. 


The reaction of the vic- 
tim, her family, friends 
and the community at large 
are all issues which must be 
dealt with on an individual 
basis. Choices must be 
made, but the victim needs 
to realize that, above all, 
she must retain control 
over her life and lifestyle. 

She must be able to 
resolve her personal con- 
flects, hopefully with ade- 
quate and positive 
assistance, so she does not 
feel victimized for the rest 
of her life.

Tetanus bacteria causes painful death 


Tetanus, also called lock- 
jaw, results when wounds 
are infected with tetanus 
bacteria, which often live in 
dirt. The tetanus bacteria in 
the wound make a poison 
which causes the muscles of 
the body to go into spasms. 

More than 30 percent of 
school-aged children are 
still unprotected against 
tetanus as well as polio, 
measles, diphtheria, whoop- 
ing cough (pertussis), 
mumps and rubella, all of 
which can be prevented by 
simple vaccination. 

Tetanus is also called 
lockjaw because one of its 
first symptoms is a tighten- 
ing or clenching of the jaw 
caused by extremely pain- 
ful muscles spasms. 

Tetanus is not 
transmitted from one per- 
son to another. 

Instead, the germs enter 
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the body through a wound, 
sometimes one as small as 
a pinprick, but more often 
through deep puncture 
wounds, burns, and 
lacerations, such as those 
made by nails, splinters and 
knives. 

Such wounds are difficult 
to clean adequately and if 
the tetanus bacteria were 
present on the nail or knife, 
they may remain deep in 
the wound, thriving and 
producing a poison that at- 
tacks the body’s nervous 
system. 

Six of 10 people who get 
tetanus die from the dis- 
ease. In 1975, 102 cases of 
tetanus were reported, all 
occurring in unimmunized 
or partially immunized per- 
sons. More than half of the 
patients were 50 years of 
age and older. 

The first symptoms are 
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likely to be headache, 
irritability and muscular 
Stiffness in the jaw and 
neck. As the poison steps up 
its attack, the jaw, neck and 
limbs become locked in 
spasm, the abdominal 
muscles grow rigid and the 
body may be wracked by 
waves of painful con- 
vulsions. 

Physicians treat the terri- 
ble symptoms of tetanus 
with powerful tranquilizers, 
antispasmodic drugs and 
special diets designed to 
preserve the patients’ 
strength. Even so, the con- 
vulsions may continue to in- 
crease in frequency to the 
point at which the patient 
dies of lack of oxygen, heart 
failure or simple exhaus- 
tion. 

Immunization with DPT 
vaccine for children is one 
of the best ways to prevent 
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tetanus as well as 
diphtheria and pertussis 
(whooping cough). DPT 
vaccine is actually three 
vaccines combined into one 
to make it easier to get 
protection. 

Children, over the age of 6 
ard adults should take a 
form of the vaccine — call- 
ed Td vaccine — that does 
not contain the pertussis 
vaccine. 

All healthy infants should 
receive DPT vaccine begin- 
ning with a series of three 
shots; at 2, 4 and 6 months 
of age. A fourth dose of vac- 
cine should be given 12 
months after the third, at 
about 18 months of age. 

A fifth dose (booster) is 
needed when the child is 46 
years old, before he or she 
enters school. 

From then on, booster 
doses for diphtheria and 
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tetas are given every 10 
years throughout life to 
maintain a high level of 
protection. 

Older children (over 6 
years of age) and adults 
who have not been im- 
munized should receive a 
series of three shots for 
diphtheria and tetanus only 
and booster doses every 10 
years. 


Most children have a 
slight fever and are cranky 
sometime in the day or two 
after taking the shot. Some 
children develop soreness 
and swelling in the area 
where the shot was given. 


About one out of every 7,- 
000 children who get the 
shot have more serious side 
effects, such as a high 
fever, convulsion, abnormal 
crying for several hours or 
go into shock and get pale.

Money should be re-invested

At the end of World War I, 
a flood of American 
veterans returned home 
looking for work. Many of 
them had learned to drive a 
truck in the Army. And to 
many of those so experienc- 
ed starting a private bus 
company looked like a good 
way to make a buck 

So, they scraped together 
enough money to buy a 
Suitabie vehicle and went 
into busines, providing 
irregular service on an 
irregular route. This was 
the era of the ‘‘jitney”’ bus, 
and it drove the franchised 
bus and trolley companies 
to distraction 

The jitney operators 
thought that once they had 
made enough to cover their 
out - of - pocket expenses, 
the rest was gravy. So their 
fares tended to be lower 
then the established transit 
systems, but most of them 
forgot one very important 
fact: That machine under 
them began wearing out the 
moment they started to use 
it, and one day it would 
have to be replaced. 

Thus, the end of the ride 
came when repair costs 
overtook revenue and the 


hapless proprietor dis- 
covered, too late, the 
reason well managed 


businesses set aside a 
percentage of income to 
cover the eventual costs of 
replacing. capital equip- 
ment. 

Some people thing that 
our country as a whole is 
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now repeating the mistake 
of the jitney bus operators 
The debate gets complex, 
but the issue is an impor- 
tant one 

Ultimately, capital 
represents foregone con- 
sumption. That is, you ac- 
quire some money — either 
from your own efforts 
directly, or from an invest- 
ment — and you decide to 
reinvest it in some income - 
producing project, rather 
than simply buying a fan- 
cier suit, car, house, or 
yacht. 

Such capital formation 
and investment has a lot to 
do with the economic future 
of both individuals and 
nations. 

How is America doing? 
Not well. If you looked at a 
chart of ‘‘fixed capital for- 
mation as a percentage of 
gross domestic product, 
1961-1976," you would find 
the United States at the bot- 
tom among Western in- 
dustrial nations, at 17.8 per- 
cent, and Japan at the top, 
with 33 percent. Even Great 
Britain — widely regarded 
as the sick man of the 
capitalist world — did 
better, at 18.6. 

The real problem, though, 
is not the rate at which we 
are accumulating capital, 
but rather, what we are do- 
ing with it 

Roughly four things can 
happen to the money you 
earn and don’t need to 
spend on satisfying your im- 
mediate survival needs: 

— You can spend it on 
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beacon of hope and 
opportunity and security to 
the peoples of other 
countries all over the world 

Today, even more so than 
187 years ago, we need the 
strength and support of our 
statement of human 
freedoms. We need to 
protect them — for every 
day they are being asserted 
— and not always by well- 
intentioned Americans 
Every day they are being 
tested. Somehow, they 
endure 

Free speech, press and 
religious freedom, the right 
to due process of law — 


yourself as leisure time or 
in some other form of im- 
mediate consumption 

— You can save it and in- 
vest it for your own (and 
others’) future gain 

— The government can 
take it away from you and 
give it to someone else 
(transfer payment). 

— The government can 
take it away from you and 
invest it for the future 
benefit of the government 
(‘societv’’) 

In the case of the first and 
third options society is con- 
suming its own seed corn, 
like those jitney bus 
operators. Ln the case of the 
second and fourth options 
capital is being invested for 
future return. 

The difference then is in 
whether you believe that in- 
dividual investors collec- 
tively or the government 
will make wiser decisions in 
the long run 

To the extent that the 
government taxes away our 
income, it substitutes its 
own decision about the 
future use of capital for 
ours. The current trend is 
entirely in this direction, 
and it comes not only from 
outright government con- 
fiscation of income, but also 
from seemingly innocent 
government activities such 
as paying for government 
employee and Social Securi- 
ty pensions out of current 
tax revenue, rather than 
from income on invested 
capital.

The right to keep the bear 
arms and to protection 
from double jeopardy and 
self-incrimination — when 
these rights directly touch 
our lives, only then are we 
aroused and ready to fight.

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But if we become lazily 
accustomed to our human 
rights, if we let them sleep, 
chances multiply that we 
may jeopardize them.

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OMSD students 
reading better, 
Statistics indicate 


Students in the Ontario- 
Montclair School District 
are, in general, reading bet- 
ter and scoring higher on 
tests this year than last 
year’, according to state sta- 
tistics recently presented to 
the board of trustees. 

. When compared to simi- 
lar districts, the reading 
scores of children in OMSD 
not only improved, but rose 
to the middle 50 percent of 
all children tested in the 
state, said Jack Hassinger, 
district director of special 
projects. 

“In every case we im- 
proved except for the spel- 
ling scores of sixth graders, 
and in that we went down 
only one percentage point,’ 
said Hassinger, who pre- 
sented the statistics. 

This is the first time 
since the tests have been 
conducted that the district’s 
scores fell within the mid- 
dle 50 percent of average 
scores of other similar dis- 
tricts in the state, he added. 

He noted that district 
scores have increased each 
year since 1974, ‘‘demon- 
strating that the special 
emphasis placed on teach- 
ing basic skills has pro- 
duced the result.’’ 

Hassinger emphasized 
that ‘‘teachers have to do 
the work. I can only tell 
them how to go about it.” 

Management systems — 
programs designed to iden- 
tify and teach children the 
specific things they don’t 
know about reading, math, 
spelling and writing — have 
been one of the main rea- 
sons for the improvement, 
Hassinger said. 

The systems not only 
serve as reminders to both 
students and teachers of 
what they should be work- 
ing on, but are also an effi- 
cient way of identifying the 
problems, he said. 

“We think the teachers 
have made a concerted ef- 
fort to use those manage- 


ment systems and we 
certainly thank them for 
it,’’ Hassinger said. 

“We’re quite pleased 
with the results and hope 
the teachers realize that it 
has been their efforts which 
have paid off,’ he said. 
‘We will certainly continue 
to strive for additional im- 
proved results.”’ 

Districts are compared 
using ‘‘comparison bands,”’ 
which involve four separate 
sets of statistics, taken as a 
set of characteristics to en- 
sure that schools are com- 
pared fairly. 

Included in these compa- 
rison bands: 

— Entry-level test 
scores: which are adminis- 
tered in the first grade to 
determine how ready a 
child is to enter school. 

— Socioeconomic index: 
which determines the eco- 
nomic level of the family 
the child comes from. 


— Percentage AFDC: 
which cites the number of 
children in the district re- 
ceiving federal funds from 
Aid to Families with Depen- 


dent Children (AFDC): 


— Percent bilingual: 
which cites the number of 
children exposed to a lan- 
guage in addition to En- 
glish. 


All of these characteris- 
tics affect the make-up of a 
school and the problems 
teachers have in teaching 
children to read, which in 
turn affects the score each 
district receives, Hassinger 
indicated. 

He explained that the en- 
try-level test scores ‘‘have 
been going down for the last 
four years,’ and that the 
district is in a low percent- 
ile (13 percent), which 
means that 87 percent of the 
schools in the state have 
children which score high- 
er, and appear more ready 
to begin school. 





The Ontario office of the Califor- 
nia Highway Patrol reported 22 of 28 
traffic collisions Tuesday in its 
patrol area were caused by ex- 
cessive speed on the rain-slick 
roads. 

The local CHP office issued a 
reminder Wednesday on how to 
drive in the rain. 

Capt. Jim Perkins, CHP com- 
mander for the Ontario area, said. 
“Slow and easy is the only way to 
control your vehicle in wet 
weather.”’ 

He said, ‘‘Rainy weather brings 
major changes in driving con- 
ditions,’ adding that stopping dis- 
tances on wet roads are three to five 
times greater than dry roads. 

Following distances between cars 
must be increased and speed 
markedly reduced in order to main- 
tain control of vehicles in the rain. 
Accelerating too rapidly or turning 
too sharply on wet roads may cause 
tires to lose traction, slip and skid. 

Hydroplaning is a less well-known 
phenomenon of wet weather, the 
CHP commander said. He noted the 
condition causes skidding on wet 
roads and leads to accidents. 

At speeds up to 30 mph, most tires 
will “‘wipe’’ the road surface in

At higher speeds, iires cannot 
wipe the road as well and start to 
ride on a film of water like water 
skis.

(b) The Chief of Police, or his designee, shall have the power to issue 
to any person a parking permit to park vehicles in the areas indicated in 
subsection (a) of this section, upon application, whenever he finds that con 
ditions are such that it appears the neighborhood or persons therein would 
ngt be adversely affected thereby.
